OW mera that the 
Army ef the. Allies went out 
to the Army of French to hattle. 
2 And there came ſome deſergers 
the enemy that told William,

4 Howbeit In- dsby the briga- 
dier, notwitl ſtanding his repeat orders, 
did not attack the fort, as be was com- 
manded, and a great number of men were 
flain thro” his neglect. 


5 And W- k the prince «who 
went up to attack the village, likewiſe 


miſcarry'd in his attempt. 

6 Now the men ef Britain, whom 
William led on, fogght like lions, and 
ſlaughtered the enemy prodigiouſly, 
driving them from their entrenchmenrs, 
and ſtrong hold; and leaving ſome thou» 
13nds dead upon the plain. | 

7 Notwithſtanding which, the great 
number of cannon the enemy kept play- 
ing on them, oblig'd them to retreat, 
which was done in good order, the enemy 
not daring the one ſtep. | 

8. There were forty men of Bri- 


| tain, who had not courage to fee the 
Bittle out, ſo they march'd away ſome 
diſtance from the Army, to a place 


called B-uilels. | | 
9. But they were ſoon overtaken, 


and brought back to the Camp of Wil- 


lam and Koniglegg. 
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10. Then William and Konigſegg 
called the feveral General Othcers to 
them, and ſaid, we will hold a Court 
Martial tor the 'T: ia; of iheſe Men. 

11. And ther were 27 out of the 
40 men orocr'd to draw Lots, for 
three out of the 27 to be ſhut to Death. 

12. Now When tho time Was come 
for their Execution, they were brought 
out on the Pen 4 Miniſter attending 
them, and whe:. their Caps were 
drawn over their eyes behold: Wil- 
liam, out cf his great el emency, ſtept 
up to them, and faid, Gentlemen, I 
give you your lives; ice that you do 
your duty for the ſuture. 

13. And the othea 24 Men were 
1 to be whipp'd. | 

4. Now there was a certain great 
Officer tried for not obeying orders, 
and condcmn'd to be ſhot to Death 
which was done accordingly. 

15 And it came to paſs, aſter Willie 
am had puniſh'd theſe men according to 
their deſerts, he likewiſe rewarded thoſe 
who behaved well. 

16 So there was a certain poor man, 
zmong the Highlander, who was ot great 
<0nrage and Le ſmote nine of the enemy 

ven 
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eyen unto death Wi 
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ih his broad ſword, 
and was {miting a tenth, when lo a can- 
non ball took off his left arm. 

17 When this poor man was brought 
unto William the captain general, and 
his brayery told unto him by his officers, 
he ſaid, thon ſhail be no more a common 
foldier, but an officer, called a licutenant. 

18 And he is a licutenant unto this 
day. | | 

19 Now there was another Officer, 
whoſe heart failed . him in the day of. 
battle, and he was ordered to be 3 
med thro his own regiment with a halter 
about his neck, and afterwards turned 
out of the ſervice. 

20 After the heat of the battle was 
over, William the captain received a 
commiſſion to promote all perſons accord - 
ing to their behayiour. as to him ſhould 
ſeem meet. 

” 21, So there were a great TE 
of common Soldiers made Serjz3uss, 
and Serjeants made Captains, accor- 
ding to their bravery in this action: 

22. Now hen William rhe Czp- 
tain, and his men were retreated, a 
meſſige was ſent unto him from the 


French General, ſa) ing, that the E 
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of Britain, wbo were taken priſoners, 


ſhould be confined in the Priſons, 


Forts, Caſtles, &c. of the Freneh 
King, until the releafe of Bellifle the 
Marſhal, and his Brother. 
23. Butanſwer was ſent the French 
General, that Belliſle the Marſhal, & c. 
was not taken in Battle, but rather as 
ſpies, and that inſtead of bring · re - 
leaſed, they ought to have been —. 
24. Now there was 4 certain man 


among the Horfe Guirds called tne 


Blues, who had the misfortune to have 
his Horſe fhot under him, and not 
finding another ready for him ts 
mount, he eagerly ran in among the 
Foot Grenadiers, and fought among 
25. And it was an odd fight to ſee 
a Tblue coat, among thoſe who were 
cbhbath'd in red. | 5 
26. However, it diſt inguiſhed the 
min, and the officers acquainted Wil- 
liam the Com mander therewith. 
27. And William ordered the ,man 
to be brought forth unto him, and ſaid, 
Thou art a brave Fellow, in fighting 
for thy King ard Country in any ca- 
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pacity, and for thy reward, here is 
five pieces of Geld. 

28. And thoſe pieces of gold were call · 
ed guineas. 

29 Now after this battle was over, 
the French army, who were double the 
number of the Wis, withdrew K. | 
ſelves at a great diſtance, fearing a 
cond viſit from them. 


30 And the French King ſent a let» 


ter to his Queen, aſſuring her he had 


gained a compleat victory, tho? ſcarce 
within the ſmell of . during 
the whole action. 

31 The Daupbin likewiſe wrote to 
his mamma, acquainting ber with his 
bravery, who lay hid in a wood during 
the fight, and after the allied army were 
rerreated, he boldly marched out 

32 And no behold the French king's 

army ceaſcth no to Font againſt us, = 
againſt our allics, whom we are reſolved 
to defenod· 

23 Therefore William gere orders for 
aſſembling the army together in order 
to wait for reinforcements to attack the 
enemy again. 
34 And William ſaid unto his gene» 
rals and captaias be ſtrong, of good 

courage, 
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rourage, and behave like, men: ant not 1 
our commander. ä 
5. Pear not, neither their numbers, 
nor Act Can hurt ye, if you but be. 
have brave, our tordes are conſiderably 
increaſed, and more are coming, 15 
that we ſhall be able to fee the Enemy 
again in a very ſhotr time, when God
